receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  in  Fine  Arts  as  an  internationally-recognized 
composer  of  operatic  and  orchestral  music  and  as  the  administrator  and  guiding 
light  of  a  school  unique  in  the  United  States— the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts. 
Based  in  Winston-Salem,  the  State-supported  school  served  the  artistic  and  cultural 
needs  of  students  from  throughout  the  state,  as  well  as  elsewhere.  A  Pulitzer  Prize- 
winning  composer  for  his  opera,  The  Crucible,  which  also  won  the  New  York  Critics 
Circle  Citation  in  1962,  and  three  times  the  recipient  of  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship, 
Robert  Ward  always  has  managed  to  retain  a  balanced  sense  of  the  need  to  combine 
practicality  and  imagination.  Bom  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1917,  he  studied  composi- 
tion first  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  and  then  at  the  Juilliard  School  of  Music, 
becoming  an  assistant  to  the  president  and  a  faculty  member  at  the  latter.  After  his 
graduation  from  Juilliard,  he  served  in  the  Army  during  World  War  II  as  a  band 
director  and  was  awarded  a  bronze  star.  During  his  tenure  as  head  of  the  School  of 
the  Arts  from  1967  through  1974,  the  institution  more  than  doubled  its  faculty  and 
enrollment.  New  buildings  were  completed.  A  school  of  design  and  production, 
including  a  high  school  visual  arts  program,  was  started.  As  chancellor,  he  was  deeply 
involved  in  the  founding  of  the  Piedmont  Chamber  Orchestra,  the  North  Carolina 
Dance  Theater,  the  school's  programs  abroad  in  music  and  dance,  the  North  Carolina 
Summer  Festival,  and  school  tours  which  each  year  take  performing  groups  of  young 
dancers,  actors,  and  musicians  to  all  parts  of  the  state.  Under  his  direction,  the  internal 
administration  of  the  school  was  developed  and  stabilized.  In  the  area  of  fund- 
raising,  he  developed  and  sustained  the  confidence  of  major  national  and  local 
foundations,  corporations  and  individuals,  as  well  as  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts.  Currendy,  he  is  a  consultant  for  the  school,  having  resigned  as  president  in 
1974  to  devote  himself  more  fully  to  musical  composition.  He  is  now  completing  an 
opera  Claudia  Legare,  based  on  Ibsen's  Hedda  Gabler,  for  the  New  York  City  Opera. 
He  also  is  continuing  to  serve  as  a  board  member  of  the  Galaxy  Music  Corporation, 
of  which  he  has  been  executive  vice  president;  the  Highgate  Press  of  New  York;  the 
Martha  Baird  Rockefeller  Fund  for  Music;  and  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and 
Letters.  He  is  a  consultant  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  a  trustee  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Arts  Council.  He  holds  a  doctor  of  fine  arts  degree  from  Duke 
University.  His  wife,  Mary,  whom  he  met  while  she  was  serving  in  die  Pacific  as  a 
Red  Cross  recreation  worker,  has  collaborated  with  him  on  some  of  the  texts  of  his 
choral  works.  They  have  five  children. 


Doris  W.  Bats 


receives  a  North  Carolina  Award  in  Literature  for  her  sustained  contribution  to  the 
literary  life  of  the  nation.  The  Sanford  native  is  definitely  Southern  in  her  subject 
matter  but  universal  in  her  appeal.  Essentially  a  story-teller,  she  also  is  a  poet  who 
has  achieved  distinction  in  this  area  as  well  as  in  that  of  die  novel  and  the  short  story. 
A  former  student  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  and  at  Chapel 
Hill,  she  has  been  a  member  of  the  English  faculty  of  the  latter  institution  since  1966. 
Earlier  she  worked  for  the  Statcsville  Daily  Record,  the  Chapel  Hill  Weekly,  the 
Sanford  Daily  Herald,  the  North  Carolina  Democrat,  and  the  Sanford  News  Leader, 
and  also  served  as  a  stringer-reporter  for  the  United  Press  International  and  several 
North  Carolina  newspapers.  She  continues  to  do  book  reviews  for  papers  throughout 
the  country.  Her  first  book,  The  Gentle  Insurrection,  a  collection  of  short  stories 
published  by  Putnum  in  1954,  won  the  Putnam-UNC  Prize.  Two  of  her  novels,  Tall 
Houses  in  Winter  and  The  Scarlet  Thread,  have  received  the  Sir  Walter  Raleigh 
award.  Her  other  books  are:  The  Astronomer,  The  River  to  Pickle  Reach,  Reasts  of 
the  Southern  Wild,  and  a  manual-textbook,  Creative  Writing:  The  Short  Story.  Her 
short  stories  have  appeared  in  several  anthologies,  including  The  Rest  Short  Stories 
(edited  by  Martha  Foley)  and  40  Rest  Stories  from  Mademoiselle,  as  well  as  in  maga- 
zines ranging  from  Redbook  and  Woman's  Day  to  Carolina  Quarterly  and  the 
Virginia  Quarterly  Review.  Southern  Poetry  Review,  Prairie  Poet,  American  Poet, 
and  the  New  Mexico  Quarterly  have  published  her  poetry.  A  further  indication  of  the 
universality  of  appeal  of  her  writing  is  her  frequent  publication  abroad  in  England, 
Italy,  Sweden,  and  South  Africa.  A  Phi  Beta  Kappa  student  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Greensboro,  she  won  the  Mademoiselle  College  Fiction  Contest  while  a 
student  there.  She  also  received  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  in  creative  writing.  She 
was  on  the  staff  of  the  Indiana  University  Writers'  Conference  in  1972  and  1973 
and  has  been  on  the  staff  of  several  similar  conferences.  She  was  a  lecturer  in  creative 
writing  at  Duke  University  in  1971.  She  has  given  many  speeches,  lectures,  and 
readings  in  and  outside  the  state.  By  no  means  has  she  spent  all  her  time  engulfed  in 
literary  pursuits.  She  served  five  years  on  the  Lee  County  Library  board  of  trustees 
and  was  an  elected  member  of  the  Sanford  City  School  Board  from  1960  to  1965.  She 
was  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Tercentenary  Commission  and  currently  is  on 
the  board  of  the  North  Carolina  Committee  for  Continuing  Education  in  the  Humani- 
ties. She  is  a  consultant  with  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
She  and  her  attorney-husband,  Lowry,  have  three  children. 


William  C.  Friday

receives  the  North  Carolina  Award  for  Public  Service  because  of  the  strong,  forthright 
leadership  that  he,  as  president  for  19  years,  has  given  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Disregarding  hazards  to  his  own  career,  he  has  taken  unpopular  stands  and  in  so 
doing  has  helped  establish  the  University  as  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  academically 
and  intellectually.  He  has  been  described  as  a  "man  of  cool  objectivity,  judgment, 
good  humor,  curiosity,  intellectual  attainment,  and  devotion  to  organization  and 
detail".  Although  he  holds  honorary  doctorates  from  seven  colleges  and  universities, 
he  probably  is  one  of  the  few  university  presidents  known  to  everyone  as  "Bill".  A 
graduate  in  textiles  at  North  Carolina  State  University  and  also  a  graduate  of  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  his  unpretentious,  down- 
to-earth  approach  to  matters  has  served  him  well  during  trying  times  at  the  Univer- 
sity. He  helped  settle  basketball  scandals  on  campuses.  He  has  taken  clear  stands  on 
the  right  of  free  speech  on  university  campuses  when  that  has  been  an  issue.  His 
legal  training  undoubtedly  has  helped  him  in  replying  firmly  to  federal  authorities 
who  have  challenged  the  University's  right  to  various  governmental  funds.  He  pre- 
sided over  the  extension  of  the  University  from  its  one  campus  in  Chapel  Hill  to  its 
network  of  16  campuses  throughout  the  state.  His  course  has  not  been  an  easy  one 
but  he  has  managed  to  steer  it  with  wit,  erudition,  and  common  sense.  He  has  kept 
up  his  own  academic  interests,  serving  as  chairman  of  the  American  Council  on 
Education.  He  has  been  head  of  the  American  Association  of  Universities.  He  assisted 
President  Lyndon  Johnson  in  establishing  a  program  of  White  House  internships.  He 
was  a  key  advisor  in  a  national  program  undertaken  in  1966  to  upgrade  educational 
training  programs  for  black  facility  members,  administrators,  and  graduate  students. 
He  was  one  of  those  called  in  an  as  advisor  when  the  Kent  State  riots  exploded.  His 
current  memberships  include  those  of  the  Folger  Shakespeare  Library  Committee 
and  the  boards  of  the  American  Board  of  Medical  Specialities  and  of  Howard  Uni- 
versity. Bom  in  Baphine,  Virginia,  in  1920,  he  grew  up  in  Dallas,  North  Carolina, 
where  his  father  was  a  manufacturer  of  textile  machinery.  He  served  in  the  Navy 
during  World  War  II.  He  is  married  to  Ida  Willa  Howell  of  Lumberton.  They  have 
three  daughters. 


]ohn  L.  Etchells 


receives  a  North  Carolina  Award  for  his  outstanding  contributions  to  applied  science 
and  technology.  Research  microbiologist  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  since  1935,  this  Wisconsin  native  became  responsible  for  the  U.  S.  Food 
Fermentation  Laboratory  at  North  Carolina  State  University  and  simultaneously  held 
professorships  there  in  the  Departments  of  Microbiology  and  Food  Science.  Dr. 
Etchells  is  best  known  for  his  research  and  development  of  the  fresh-pack  processing 
of  pickles.  More  than  40  per  cent  of  the  pickles  produced  nationally  utilize  this 
process.  Dr.  Etchells  and  his  associates  also  discovered  the  mechanism  responsible 
for  brined-cucumber  softening.  They  developed  procedures  for  preventing  this  soften- 
ing and  are  credited  generally  with  saving  the  $70  million  cucumber  brining  industry 
in  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Etchells'  research  work  on  the  morphology  and  pigmentation 
of  yeasts  associated  with  cucumbers  attracted  the  attention  of  the  world's  leading 
yeast  taxonomists,  who  have  named  two  new  species  for  him.  As  tribute  to  the  impact 
of  his  research,  Dr.  Etchells  has  received  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture's  Silver 
Medal  and  Superior  Service  Citation,  the  National  Canner's  Award  for  "Outstanding 
Service  to  the  Canning  and  Allied  Industries",  the  Centennial  Award  from  his  alma 
mater,  Michigan  State  University,  and  numerous  other  awards.  Pickle  Packers  Inter- 
national, with  members  in  14  countries,  inducted  him  into  their  Hall  of  Fame  and 
made  the  unusual  gesture  at  their  annual  meeting  of  naming  October  10,  1974,  as 
"Professor  John  Lincoln  Etchells  Day".  John  Etchells  has  not  been  content  with 
pursuing  a  few  narrow  avenues  of  research:  he  has  broadened  his  studies  to  include 
such  related  areas  as  microbial  and  chemical  changes  in  silage  fermentations;  pure 
culture  fermentations  of  brined  vegetables;  microbial  changes  in  meat  brines;  cul- 
tural, morphological  and  pigmentation  characteristics  ofyeasts;  direct  isolation  of  the 
tuberculosis  organism  from  body  fluids;  and  toxicity  of  phenolic  derivatives.  He  is 
the  author  of  four  patents  and  over  one  hundred  scientific  publications,  one  of  which 
on  food  fermentation  has  resulted  in  over  430,000  requests  for  copies.  He  is  without 
peer  in  his  field,  a  position  which  a  colleague  attributes  to  "his  insistence  on  funda- 
mentals, his  acuity  as  an  observer,  and  his  thorough  and  uncompromising  scientific 
studies". 
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
